Linseed  Drawback  Order. — By  an  Order  dated  October  3  (S.R.  & 
).  1762),  the  Treasury  has  decreed  that  the  rate  of  drawback  on  Unseed 
|hall  be  30s.  for  every  ton. 

Export  Control  Order  Changes. — The  Board  of  Trade  has  amended 
S.R.  &  O.  1766)  the  first  schedule  to  the  Export  of  Goods  (Control) 
)rder,  1940,  so  as  to  make  it  apply  to  acetic  anhydride  in  addition  to 
cetic  acid.  Sponges,  natural,  are  deleted  from  the  schedule. 

Honey  Prices  Controlled. — The  Honey  (Maximum  Prices)  Order, 
940  (S.R.  &  O.  1770,  1940),  came  into  force  on  October  7.  The  Order 
pecLfies  maximum  prices  that  may  be  paid  by  importers  at  various 
mpire  sources  (see  C.  (S-  D.,  Oct.  12,  p.  201),  with  the  proviso  that, 
/here  honey  is  packed  ready  for  retail  sale  in  quantities  of  4  lb,  or  less, 
he  maximum  prices  may  be  increased  at  the  rate  of  los.  per  cwt. 

"  C.  &  D."  Alphabetical  List  of  Purchase  Tax  Goods. — Reprints  of 
he  C.  &■  D.  alphabetical  list  of  goods  of  interest  to  the  chemical  and 
Hied  trades  scheduled  in  Customs  List  (Notice  No.  78)  (see  pp.  210-11) 
re  now  available  at  one  shilling  per  dozen  or  sevenpence  for  six 
opies,  post  free.  Applications,  which  should  be  accompanied  with 
smittances,  should  be  addressed  to  the  Publisher,  The  Chemist  and 
)ruggist.  Pitman  Press,  Ltd.,  Lower  Bristol  Road,  Bath. 

Birmingham  Analyst's  Report. — According  to  the  annual  report 
or  1939  of  the  Birmingham  city  analyst,  issued  recently,  7,206  samples 
'/ere  submitted  for  examination  during  the  year,  of  which  5,823  were 
aken  in  connexion  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  Of  the  Food  and 
!)rugs  Act  samples  307  (5-3  per  cent.)  were  found  to  be  adulterated, 
his  may  be  compared  with  the  percentage  of  adulteration  for  all 
amples  of  foods  and  drugs  taken  in  England  and  Wales,  which  in 
938  (the  last  year  for  which  figures  are  available)  was  5-7  per  cent. 
|)f  the  total  of  471  drugs  examined,  nineteen  (4-0  per  cent.)  were  found 
D  be  incorrect.  Of  the  various  drugs  examined  several  examples  of 
armalin  and  soda-mint  tablets  were  found  not  to  agree  in  composition 
i/ith  B.P.C.  formulas,  while  others  sold  under  the  same  names  were  in 
ccordance  with  them.  Two  samples  of  ammoniated  quinine  tablets 
kfere  deficient  of  ammonia,  owing  probably  to  leakage  through  the 
oatings  of  the  tablets. 

Bath  N.P.U.  Branch  Takes  Action. — Keen  discussion  on  current 
opics  followed  the  election  of  officers  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Bath  Branch  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  on  October  9, 
vhen  Mr.  E.  G.  Dickinson  was  appointed  Chairman;  Mr.  J.  Aspell 
7ice- Chairman;  Mr.  E.  C.  Haskins,  34  Bathwick  Street,  Bathwick, 
Secretary;  Mr.  J.  H.  Hopkins  Treasurer;  and  Messrs.  A.  H.  Hale, 
Swain  and  A.  P.  Curtis  additional  members  of  the  Committee.  The 
ecretary  in  his  report  recalled  that  the  branch  had  been  reconstituted 
n  October  1938 ;  many  subjects  had  been  usefully  discussed  in  the 
wo  years  of  its  existence  and  the  organisation  would  be  found  essential 
n  dealing  with  new  problems  arising  out  of  war  conditions.  He  then 
Irew  members'  attention  to  the  inclusion  of  surgical  dressings  by  a 
Afell-known  maker  in  the  windows  of  a  local  department  store  that 
lad  not  previously  dealt  in  drug-trade  merchandise  other  than  per- 
umery,  and  suggested  that  action  should  be  taken  by  the  branch  in 
opposition.  Practical  points  likely  to  arise  in  connexion  with  the  purchase 
tax  were  discussed,  particularly  the  question  what  should  become  the 
price  of  existing  stocks,  and  whether  tax  would  be  payable  on  goods 
paid  for  but  not  taken  into  stock  before  October  21.  It  was  mentioned 
that  the  authorities  took  the  view  that  the  public  should  be  given  the 
benefit  of  goods  on  which  tax  had  not  been  paid,  and  that  tax  was 
payable  on  all  goods  delivered  after  October  20,  irrespective  of  whether 
they  had  been  paid  for  in  advance  or  not.  The  policy  proposed  by  a 
manufacturer  of  razor  blades  that  the  tax  should  be  shared  between 
maker  and  retailer  to  keep  the  price  to  customer  at  its  present  level 
was  severely  criticised,  and  the  secretary  was  directed  to  call  the 
attention  of  N.P.U.  headquarters  to  the  scheme,  with  a  call  for  action. 


Lighting  Offence. — At  Aldridge,  Wallsall,  Police  Court  recently, 
J.  Lindsay,  M.P.S.,  was  lined  £^  for  not  complying  with  the  black-out 
regulations. 

— From  October  19  shops  in  Launceston 
will  close  at  6  p.m.  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  iu 
each  week,  at  i  p.m.  on  Thursday,  and  at  7  p.m.  on  Saturday. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act  Prosecution. — At  Bolton,  recently.  Waller  &

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EMPIRE  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS 

Fairchild  Scholarship  in  U.S.A. — Reporting  on  the  Fairchild 
scholarship  for  1940,  the  Scholarship  Committee  stated  that  the  highest 
percentages  were:  Pharmacy,  77-20;  materia  medica,  90-33;  chemis- 
try, 74-00;  and  the  lowest;  Pharmacy,  39-00;  materia  medica,  45-00; 
chemistry,  lo-oo.  The  winning  candidate  was  Miss  Etta  Macdonald, 
Texas  University  School  of  Pharmacy,  who  gained  seventy  marks  or 
more  in  all  subjects. 

Indian  Representations  on  Eucalyptus  Standards. — A  reply  has 
been  received  from  the  secretary  of  the  Committee  in  India  on  Phar- 
macopcEia  Revision  to  suggestions  by  the  Indian  Chemical  Manufac- 
turers' Association  that  the  cineol  content  of  eucalyptus  oil  B.P.  should 
be  reduced  (see  C.  (s^  D.,  August  31,  p.  112).  The  reply  states  that  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  Commission,  London,  has  been  requested  by  the 
Government  to  consider  the  question. 

Native  Herbalists  in  South  Africa. — At  Durban  recently  Mr.  N. 
McLachlan  (president  of  the  Natal  Pharmaceutical  Society)  drew  the 
attention  of  the  South  African  Pharmacy  Board  to  the  native  trade 
carried  on  by  unqualified  persons,  much  to  the  detriment  of  many  of 
those  who  dealt  with  them,  stating  that  legislation  was  necessary  to 
curb  their  activities.  Mr.  Christie  (chairman)  said  that  the  Board  was 
completely  opposed  to  the  activities  of  native  herbalists  and  witch- 
doctors and  was  sparing  no  effort  to  have  their  freedom  to  carry  on  such 
practices  curbed. 

Indian  Chemical  Manufacturers  Meet  Medical  Director. — Members 
of  the  Indian  Chemical  Manufacturers'  Association  met  Major-General 
G.  G.  Jolly  (Director-General,  Indian  Medical  Service)  at  the  premises 
of  the  Association  recently,  Mr.  J.  N.  Lahiri  presiding.  The  Govern- 
ment's requirements  in  respect  of  medicines  and  drugs,  questions  of 
the  manufacturing  and  importing  activities  of  the  Indian  Medical 
Stores  Depots,  and  facilities  given  to  manufacturers  to  make  clinical 
trial  of  their  products  in  Government  hospitals,  were  discussed.  General 
Jolly  declared  that  there  would  be  no  unfair  competition  from  the 
Medical  Stores  Depots. 

South  African  Pharmaceutical  Societies. — The  1941  Conference 
of  the  Associated  Societies  of  South  Africa  will  be  at  Durban,  at  the 
invitation  of  the  Natal  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  president  for 
1940-41  is  Mr.  N.  W.  Hosking,  who  is  well  known  to  many  pharmacists 
in  England  because  he  qualified  in  this  country  in  191 4  and  served  for 
a  time  with  A.  Moore  &  Co.,  Sloane  Street,  London,  S.W.i,  and  else- 
where in  London.  Mr.  Hosking  has  been  vice-president  of  the  Associated 
Societies  for  some  years,  and  at  their  annual  conference  this  year  was, 
as  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Pietermaritzburg  and 
Northern  Natal,  their  host.  He  served  his  apprenticeship  at  Maritz- 
burg,  South  Africa.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


"  Discouraged  "  Drugs. — Your  comments  on  the  recommendations 
by  the  therapeutic  requirements  committee  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council  on  drugs  regarded  by  it  as  non-essential  (p.  198)  are  illuminat- 
ing, and  could  only  have  arisen  from  expert  knowledge  of  the  sources 
of  the  drugs  mentioned.  On  the  face  of  it  the  committee's  remark, 
"production  within  the  Empire  should  be  encouraged,"  placed  after 
certain  names,  is  illogical ;  for  if  the  prescribing  of  the  drugs  in  question 
is  to  be  discouraged,  why  encourage  their  production  ?  However,  medi- 
cal practitioners  are  left  to  conclude  that  it  will  be  good  form  not  to 
prescribe  the  drugs  and  chemicals  listed  until  the  war  has  ended  and 
supplies  are  again  available.  Whether  the  said  practitioners  will  unani- 
mously arrive  at  that  conclusion  is  uncertain.  Several  adjustments  of 
formula  will  be  required  if  prescription  is  to  be  enforced  rigorously.  If 
cochineal  disappears,  for  instance,  compound  tincture  of  cardamom 
must  be  given  another  colouring  substance — an  event  that,  incidentally, 
would  gladden  the  hearts  of  various  reformers.  Again,  liquid  paraffin 
may  not  be  indispensable,  but  what  is  to  take  its  place  ?  The  drugs 
long  used  in  the  renal-urinary  tract  form  an  interesting  list  from  a  phar- 
maceutical point  of  view ;  and  those  it  is  proposed  to  shelve  have 
occasioned  much  manipulative  ingenuity,  both  at  the  dispensing  counter 
and  in  the  larger  sphere  of  manufacture.  The  suggested  reintroduction 
of  scoparium  may  be  worth  putting  into  practice.  Though  the  tops  of 
the  plant  have  not  long  ceased  to  be  official,  it  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  remembered  in  the  recent  discussion  on  medicinal  plants  needed 
in  larger  bulk  in  this  country  :  at  the  moment  the  plant,  in  its  cultivated 
varieties,  may  be  considered  as  of  more  interest  to  the  gardener  than  to 
the  herb  grower. 

Assistants'  Salaries.— The  letter  of  "Packed  Goods"  (p.  202)  deals 
with  one  phase  of  a  question  not  raised  publicly,  I  believe,  since  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  meeting  of  1938  (C.  &■  D.,  1938, 
II,  365),  the  question  of  the  general  level  of  assistants'  salaries.  The 
subject  is  of  particular  importance  to  those  qualified  men  who  have  been 
in  business  long  enough  to  have  bought  their  experience  with  concomi- 


tant low  salaries,  and,  as  you  pointed  out  in  your  Educational  Number 
last  year,  have  also  incurred  the  expense  of  two  or  three  years'  academic 
study.  It  was  stated  by  a  well-known  speaker  at  the  meeting  referred 
to  that  weekly  wages  of  or  more  are  paid  to  artisans,  policemen, 
chauffeurs,  blacksmiths  and  others.  According  to  the  latest  information 
that  I  have,  a  qualified  assistant  is  not  likely  to  earn  much  over  £4  a 
week  in  retail  businesses,  unless  he  is  a  manager.  In  the  latter  case  his 
salary  averages  less  than  a  week,  with,  in  some  instances,  the  condi- 
tion that  he  must  live  in  a  house  attached  to  his  employer's  shop.  The 
house  may  be  worth  the  rent  charged  for  it,  but  is  often  below  present 
standards  of  convenience.  With  the  rising  cost  of  living,  it  is  clear  that 
this  state  of  affairs  may  occasion  much  hardship.  I  am  not  in  favour 
of  formulating  hard  and  fast  rules  where  common  sense  should  be  the 
predominant  factor ;  I  suggest  that  employers  should  sympathetically 
consider  their  assistants'  needs  on  their  merits. 

For  Safe  Keeping. — The  announcement  that  certain  books  and 
pictures  in  the  possession  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
are  to  be  removed  to  a  place  of  safety  (p.  194)  causes  a  certain  surprise 
that  this  step  has  not  been  taken  earlier.  Just  before  the  outbreak  of 
the  war  a  museum  and  library  not  a  hundred  miles  from  Bloomsbury 
Square — a  phrase  fully  in  accordance,  I  trust,  with  the  traditions  of 
official  news  bulletins — was  dispatching  to  a  destination  unknown  to 
me  numerous  cases  stamped  with  cryptic  initials ;  and  I  understand 
that  the  process  has  since  continued  at  intervals.  Every  library  of  any 
account — scientific,  technical,  or  other — has  treasures  that  cannot  be 
duplicated  :  they  should  be  treated  as  heirlooms,  and  should  be  accorded 
the  utmost  degree  of  safety  possible.  The  civilised  world  does  not  con- 
template with  indifference  the  possibility  of  another  calamity  like  the 
burning  of  the  library  at  Alexandria  in  the  seventh  century,  especially 
after  the  experience  of  the  L^niversity  of  Louvain.  It  may  be  suggested 
that  even  private  citizens  owe  a  duty  of  this  kind  to  some  few  of  their 
possessions,  and  will  do  well  to  ask  themselves  if  safety  in  this  matter 
has  been  secured.  Xrayser

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  was  held 
at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on  October  7.  The  attendance  in- 
cluded Dr.  J.  A.  Mitchell,  Messrs.  P.  C.  Cahill,  T.  B.  O'SuUivan,  J.  T. 
Gleeson,  J.  A.  Hurson,  T.  J.  Burke,  P.  Fahey,  H.  P.  Corrigan,  John  J. 
Smith,  J.  Gleeson,  J.  A.  O'Rourke,  D.  Murphy,  P.  A.  Brady,  T.  C. 
Scott,  Miss  K.  F.  Campbell,  Miss  F.  M.  Flood,  Mr.  J.  Duggan,  Mr.  F.  J. 
Robinson.  The  president  (Sir  Thomas  Robinson)  was  in  the  chair. 

At  the  outset  of  the  proceedings  The  President  declared  the  follow- 
ing six  outgoing  members  of  the  Council  re-elected  unopposed  for  a 
further  term  of  three  years: — Messrs.  P.  C.  Cahill,  J.  A.  O'Rourke,  J. 
Gleeson,  M.  J.  Parkes,  P.  A.  Brady,  C.  J.  Cremen.  For  the  seventh 
vacancy  Mr.  Hugh  P.  Corrigan,  80  Malahide  Road,  Dublin,  was  declared 
duly  elected. 

The  President  in  the  course  of  his  address  .said  ; — I  am  proud  to 
congratulate  the  members  of  our  Society  upon  the  prompt  action  we 
have  been  able  to  take  in  this  national  emergency.  Chemists  have  not 
failed  to  do  their  part.  Many  of  our  young  men  have  joined  the  National 
Army,  the  Local  Security  Force  or  the  Red  Cross  Organisation.  We 
have  at  the  present  time  two  classes  of  instruction  in  first-aid  work  in 
these  premises.  At  the  moment  the  numbers  have  been  so  great  that 
we  have  had  to  confine  the  classes  to  pharmaceutical  chemists.  It  may 
be  possible  later  on  to  have  classes  for  assistants  also,  but  at  present  the 
accommodation  of  this  building  is  strained  to  capacity.  In  co-operation 
with  the  St.  John  y\mbulance  Brigade  we  are  providing  qualified 
dispensers  for  First-aid  Posts  in  the  City. 

This  is  the  second  year  in  which  there  has  been  no  contest  for  member- 
ship of  the  Council.  This,  I  think,  we  may  take  as  full  approval  by  the 
members  of  the  policy  we  have  followed  for  the  past  few  years.  I  feel 
that  the  Council  has  the  trust  of  our  members.  This  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  we  have  no  election.  Mr.  McKnight,  owing  to  the  great  diffi- 
culties of  travelling  to  Dublin  from  Ballymahon,  has  found  it  impossible 
to  attend  the  meetings  as  he  would  wish,  and  has  therefore  not  sought 
re-election.  Mr.  H.  P.  Corrigan  has  been  nominated  in  his  place,  and 
as  there  was  no  opposition  he  was  elected.  Mr.  Corrigan  is  well  known 
to  you  all,  and  I  am  sure  he  will  be  a  valuable  addition  to  the  Council. 
I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  our  membership  has  again  broken 
all  records.  No  doubt  the  published  reports  of  our  proceedings,  month 
after  month,  appear  to  be  more  or  less  routine  in  character,  but  I  am 
sure  you  all  appreciate  that  the  most  important  work  is,  and  must  be, 
carried  out  by  the  various  Committees,  and  as  president  I  wish  to  record 
my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Committees  for  the  constant  attention 
they  have  given.  I  can  assure  this  meeting  that  the  untiring  care  of  the 
Council  is  given  to  the  protection  of  our  licentiates,  and  to  prevent  any 
infringement  of  our  rights  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  I  may  say  in  this 
connexion  we  have  a  tower  of  strength  in  the  registrar,  who  gives  the 
Council  most  valuable  assistance,  and  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  law  as  it  affects  our  licentiates.  I  wish  also  to  pay  tribute  to  his 
courteous  and  efficient  assistant.  Miss  Hyland. 

Following  the  usual  custom  I  propose  to  leave  the  details  of  work 
done  during  the  year  as  regards  examinations  and  finance  to  our  able 
treasurer,  Frank  Fitzpatrick,  who  I  am  happy  to  say  is  still  giving 
unstinted  service  to  the  Council.  No  difficulty  daunts  him,  and  our  very 
happy  position  today  is  still  largely  due  to  his  energy  and  good  guid- 
ance. All  the  matters  I  mentioned  last  year  are  still  pursued,  including 
the  position  of  dispensers  in  the  Army  and  Volunteer  Forces,  and  the 
Poisons  Act,  1908.  I  must  also  testify  to  the  constant  help  I  have  had 
from  the  vice-president,  who  has  never  failed  me  either  at  Council  or 
Committee  work. 

Mr.  Fitzpatrick,  outlining  the  Society's  finances  for  the  past  year, 
said  the  balance  with  which  they  closed  was  really  due  to  the  fine  team- 
work of  the  Council,  coupled  with  the  help  given  by  Mr.  Kerr,  which 
was  unstinting.  The  year  closed  with  a  surplus  in  income  over  expen- 
diture of  £8^g  13s.  4d.,  which  was  an  increase  of  13s.  3d.  compared 
with  the  surplus  of  the  previous  year.  This  surplus  was  reached  although 
they  spent  a  lot  during  the  year.  On  repairs  the  expenditure  came  to 
£iy5  OS.  yd.  Other  expenditure  was  somewhat  increased,  particularly 
coal  and  light.  As  good  business  men  they  anticipated  there  would  be 
a  scarcity  and  increase  in  price  in  fuel,  and  accordingly  purchased  sup- 
plies of  coal  and  coke  nearly  a  year  and  a  half  in  advance.  That  also 
applied  to  stationery.  During  the  year  they  invested  £1,200  m  4  per 
cent.  Exchequer  Bonds,  and  the  total  investments  on  August  31,  1940, 
stood  at  £4,124  19s.  2d.  It  was  interesting  to  recall  now,  went  on  Mr. 
Fitzpatrick,  that  in  1925,  when  they  took  over  the  investments  of  the 
Society  they  were  valued  at£i,oj^.  Today,  although  they  had  spent  over 
£4,000  on  the  reconstruction  of  the  premises,  they  had  investments  total- 
ling over  £4,000.  These  figures  spoke  for  themselves.  Any  members  who 
went  through  the  premises  would  see  that  the  Schools  were  in  good 
condition,  and  the  whole  place  redecorated  throughout.  Dealing  with 
the  balance  sheet  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  said  their  capital  stood  at  £^7,719 
IIS.  I  id.,  which  seemed  a  lot.  The  value  placed  on  the  premises  was 
£3,188  5s.  In  his  view  that  was  a  little  bit  overdone,  and  at  some  future 


meeting  he  would  suggest  that  they  write  off  a  portion  of  that  amount. 
The  cost  of  the  premises  to  the  Society  might  come  to  that  figure  but 
they  could  not  sell  them  at  that  price,  and  for  that  reason  it  would  be  a 
good  thing  to  reduce  the  amount.  Speaking  on  the  Benevolent  Fund 
Mr.  Fitzpatrick  said  it  was  in  a  very  satisfactory  position.  They  had 
a  fair  number  of  calls  on  it  during  the  year,  and  did  the  best  they  could, 
but  would  have  done  more  if  that  had  been  possible.  In  grants  the  total 
amount  paid  out  came  to  £56.  Sub.scriptions  received  came  to  £18  i6s.  6d. 
and  there  was  a  grant  from  the  trustees  of  the  Leverhulme  Fund  of  £50. 
The  income  from  investments  came  to  £44  4s.  and  the  amount  received 
from  the  Dance  Committee  came  to  the  fine  total  of  £114  i8s.  Miscel- 
laneous receipts  due  to  the  sale  of  Poisons  Law  Synopsis  brought  in 
£5  is.  6d.  The  balance  of  income  over  expenditure  came  to  £178  9s.  7d. 
which  he  thought  was  very  good.  When  the  position  was  reached  that 
they  had  over  £2,000  invested  they  would  be  able  to  give  a  little  more. 
In  the  days  to  come  he  believed  there  would  be  more  calls  on  the  Fund 
due  to  the  fact  that  some  chemists  would  be  unable  to  do  anything  for 
themselves  owing  to  old  age  and  infirmity.  As  it  was  the  facts  in  relation 
to  the  Fund  spoke  for  themselves  (applause). 

Mr.  Fred  Storey,  Belfast,  said  the  pleasant  duty  devolved  upon  him 
of  proposing  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Sir  Thomas  for  his  conduct  in 
the  chair  during  the  past  year.  For  the  past  two  years  he  had  filled  the 
office  of  president  and  had  given  the  utmost  satisfaction  to  everyone. 
Sir  Thomas  was  a  man  who  had  not  only  taken  a  deep  interest  in  phar- 
macy, but  was  one  of  those  men  who  had  taken  a  deep  interest  in  civic 
and  public  affairs.  That  was  something  wanting  amongst  pharmacists 
and  men  in  the  drug  trade.  Many  more  in  their  profession  should  take 
an  interest  in  public  affairs  because  it  brought  their  craft  before  the 
public  in  a  proper  perspective.  He  was  glad  to  hear  chemists  down  here 
had  taken  up  first-aid  work,  and  he  presumed  A.R.P.  work  as  well.  If 
anything  happened — and  he  trusted  it  would  not — then  they  would  be 
able  to  play  their  part.  That  day  he  was  present  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Northern  Society,  and  when  they  learned  he  was  coming  to 
Dublin  to  the  meeting  that  night,  he  was  asked  to  convey  the  good 
wishes  of  the  Northern  Society  (applause).  He  would  like  to  say  how 
delighted  he  was  to  hear  such  a  good  report  from  Mr.  Fitzpatrick.  It 
was  marvellous  how  the  finances  of  the  Society  had  grown  up. 

Dr.  John  J.  Mackey,  seconding  Mr.  Storey's  motion,  said  the 
pleasure  was  a  personal  one  because  he  worked  under  Sir  Thomas  and 
knew  him  as  an  employer  and  friend.  Even  after  he  had  left  Sir  Thomas's 
pharmacy  it  gave  him  great  pleasure  to  go  back  and  see  him.  Sir  Thomas 
was  undoubtedly  a  shining  light  in  pharmacy ;  a  man  of  intellect  who 
had  a  very  winning  way,  and  one  who  he  was  sure  they  would  all 
agree  was  a  gentleman  who  set  an  example  for  every  pharmacist  in 
Ireland.  When  he  heard  Sir  Thomas  had  been  made  president  of  the 
Society  he  was  very  glad,  because  he  felt  such  an  honour  was  well  de- 
served. In  addition  to  the  president  thanks  were  due  to  Mr.  Fitzpatrick 
for  the  splendid  financial  report  he  had  put  before  the  Society.  Mr. 
Fitzpatrick  did  not  spare  himself  in  his  wonderful  work  for  pharmacy 
and  was  always  ready  to  advise  young  men  starting  in  the  profession, 
or  beginning  Isusiness  for  themselves. 

Mr.  M.  J.  O'Callaghan,  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Fitzpatrick 
for  his  excellent  report,  said  that  the  balance  sheet  he  presented  this 
year  transcended  any  balance  sheet  presented  up  to  this.  This  was  due 
to  Mr.  Fitzpatrick's  fine  aptitude  for  the  mathematics  of  the  job.  When 
he  took  over  the  office  of  honorary  treasurer  the  finances  of  the  Society 
were  in  a  more  or  less  parlous  condition,  but  this  year  he  had  made  the 
state  of  the  Society  one  of  opulence.  He  hoped  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  would 
be  left  for  many  years  with  the  Society  to  look  after  its  finances. 

Mr.  M.  J.  Parkes,  seconding  the  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Fitzpatrick, 
said  they  all  knew  the  amount  of  work  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  put  into  his  task 
as  honorary  treasurer.  The  balance  sheet  put  before  them  that  night 
was  a  record. 

The  President  first  put  the  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Fitzpatrick,  which 
was  cordially  carried.  Replying  to  his  own  vote  of  thanks  The  Presi- 
dent said  all  the  kind  things  said  about  him  were  embarrassing,  because 
his  success  as  president  lay  in  lying  low  and  saying  nothing.  The  Council 
under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Kerr  and  the  older  members  were  so  efficient 
that  there  was  really  little  hard  work  to  do.  To  fill  the  office  of  president 
during  the  past  two  years  gave  him  great  joy  and  happiness.  After 
spending  over  fifty  years  in  pharmacy,  the  idea  that  he  should  ultimately 
reach  the  greatest  honour  in  the  profession  in  this  country  seemed  to 
him  incredible.  He  felt  he  could  never  sufficiently  express  his  thanks 
to  those  colleagues  on  the  Council  who  did  him  that  honour.  With  re- 
gard to  their  finances  he  would  like  to  say  that  the  work  of  Councilli:)r 
Fitzpatrick  as  treasurer  was  perfectly  amazing.  When  they  looked  at 
their  present  building  today,  and  the  fine  condition  it  was  in,  and  then 
see  the  very  substantial  balance  they  had  to  credit,  it  was  a  remarkable 
achievement.  All  this  was  entirely  due  to  the  attention,  ability,  and 
foresight  of  Mr.  Fitzpatrick.  They  were  proud  of  him  as  their  treasurer, 
and  deeply  indebted  to  him  for  his  work  (applause). 
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Mr.  Fitzpatrick,  acknowledging  the  vote  of  thanks,  said  a  Kttle 
flattery  was  very  good  when  one  knew  it  was  flattery.  The  balance  sheet 
today  was  a  testimony  to  the  splendid  team  worli  of  the  Council,  and  the 
co-operation  of  Mr.  Kerr,  who  never  spared  himself  in  carrying  out  the 
ideas  of  the  Council. 

The  Registrar  then  presented  Miss  Mary  Evelyn  Brigid  Ryan 
Limerick,  to  the  president.  Miss  Ryan  won  the  gold  medal  of  the  Society 
at  the  recent  Licence  examination.  Making  the  presentation  of  the 
gold  medal  The  President  said  it  was  fourteen  years  ago  since  this 
medal  had  been  won  before,  and  twenty-six  years  since  it  was  won  by 
a  lady.  During  the  past  fourteen  years  the  test  for  the  Licence  exam- 
ination had  become  harder  and  harder,  so  that  great  credit  was  due  to

Miss  Ryan  for  her  wonderful  success.  It  is  a  great  delight  that  after  all 
those  years  a  lady  should  win  this  medal  again.  I  hope  your  success  in 
life  will  be  as  brilliant  as  your  examination  record  (loud  applause). 
Miss  Ryan  :  Thanks,  everybody. 

Mr.  G.  O'Neill,  moving  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  registrar  (Mr.  J.J. 
Kerr),  said  he  felt  it  was  almost  superfluous,  they  were  all  so  indebted  to 
Mr.  Kerr.  Many  other  people  in  Mr.  Kerr's  position  would  stick  purely 
to  their  official  duties,  but  he  was  always  willing  and  ready  to  help  any 
group  out  to  do  work  for  the  Society,  or  for  any  laudable  purpose.  In  his 
i  official  capacity  he  saw  to  it  that  the  sale  of  poisons  was  confined  to  duly 
qualified  persons.  Digressing  from  the  motion  he  would  like  to  con- 
gratulate the  president  and  Council  on  inaugurating  the  Red  Cross 
lectures,  but  in  his  view  they  were  a  little  slow  about  it.  They  might 
have  had  first-aid  and  A.R.P.  lectures  before  this,  since  these  things 
did  a  lot  of  good  in  bringing  members  of  the  Society  together. 

Mr.  J.  K.  Whelehan,  Mullingar,  seconding  the  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
registrar,  said  some  people  who  knew  Mr.  Kerr  in  Clones  at  one  time 
suggested  his  epitaph  should  be  "he  was  bumptious  but  did  things."

HE  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland 
as  held  on  October  7,  at  73  University  Street,  Belfast.  The  following 
nembers  were  present :  Messrs.  Walter  C.  Tate  (president),  H.  F.  Moore 
treasurer),  C.  Abernethy,  J.  Donaghy,  W.  Morton,  J.  T.  Nicholl,  J.

Four  pharmaceutical  members  of  the  Council,  who  retire  by  rotation, 
essrs.  C.  Abernethy,  J.  Donaghy,  S.  H.  Forrest,  and  J.  T.  Nicholl, 
nd  one  druggist  member,  Mr.  J.  F.  Grimes,  J. P.,  were  re-elected 
nembers  of  the  Council. 

The  Chairman  then  delivered  his  presidential  address.  He  said  their 
nnual  meeting  for  the  second  time  was  taking  place  when  their  country 
as  engaged  in  a  life  and  death  struggle  against  the  forces  of  evil  and 
yranny.  Today  they  recorded  their  sincere  tribute  to  the  courage  and 
teadfastness  displayed  by  their  fellow-pharmacists  across  the  Channel 

n  facing  up  to  all  the  dangers  to  which  they  were  exposed  and  in  so 

lobly  carrying  out  a  service  so  vital  to  the  health  of  the  nation.  Not 
nly  to  their  colleagues  in  retail  pharmacy,  but  also  to  the  large  manu- 
acturing  firms  and  the  wholesale  and  distributing  houses  who  were 

"aintaining  the  output  and  flow  of  medical  commodities  they  would 
scribe  their  tribute,  while  to  all  those  who  had  suffered  damage  and 

OSS  they  offered  their  sincere  sympathy.

Referring  to  the  death  of  Mr.  McBride,  Armagh,  The  President  said 
hat  Mr.  McBride  had  been  a  foundation  member  of  the  Council  and  a 
ast-president.    He  was  a  man  greatly  loved  and  respected.    It  was 

interesting  and  yet  sad  to  note  that  of  the  original  Council  there  were 

left  now  only  Mr.  Connor,  Sir  Thomas  McMullan,  and  Dr.  Acheson. 

In  these  days  they  heard  the  word  control  or  limitation  used  very 
frequently — control  of  supplies,  ccntrol  of  imports,  control  of  prices, 
control  of  profits,  and  so  on.  Might  he  add  for  their  consideration  some- 
thing which  concerned  them  vitally  as  pharmacists,  the  control  of 
which  would  receive  a  hearty  welcome. 

The  great  advance  in  the  study  of  biochemistry  and  physiology  in 
recent  years  had  resulted  in  the  introduction  of  a  vast  number  of  valu- 
able but  potent  medicaments  such  as  insulin,  vitamins,  hormones,  and 
serums.  There  was  also  a  vast  number  of  synthetic  drugs  under  a  variety 
of  names.  To  both  the  prescriber  and  the  dispenser  some  control  over 
the  confusing  nomenclature  would  be  a  great  relief  as  well  as  an  advant- 
age from  the  view  of  public  safety.  Some  control  should  also  be  exer- 
cised over  the  seemingly  endless  introduction  by  several  manufacturers 
of  definite  chemical  substances  under  different  proprietary  names,  with 
the  result  that  they  found  on  the  pharmacy  shelves  three  or  four  or  even 
more  preparations  which  were  chemically  and  therapeutically  identical, 
but  were  prescribed  under  different  names.  There  should  also  be  some 
limit  to  the  putting  up  of  mixtures  of  known  substances  under  a  pro- 
prietary name  so  that  here  also  they  had  in  stock  several  proprietary 
preparations  which  were  really  combinations  of  well-known  medica- 
ments. From  the  manufacturer's  point  of  view  those  new  remedies  were 
usually  the  result  of  intensive  research  by  specialists  after  the  expendi- 
ture of  much  time  and  money,  and  it  was  only  right  that  such  skill  should 
Be  rewarded  and  the  result  protected  from  a  swarm  of  imitators  and 
parasites.    It  was  well  known  that  today  drugs  of  nearly  every  kind 


were  being  indiscriminately  distributed  by  unregistered  persons,  stored 
with  articles  of  food,  and  sold  by  shopkeepers  of  every  class.  This  was 
unfair  to  those  who  had  fitted  themselves  for  their  calling  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  Act  of  Parliament,  and  who  had  spent  time  and  money 
to  do  something  which  the  State  had  neglected  to  preserve  to  them. 
This  was  a  serious  matter  for  the  general  public.  Pharmacy  was  largely 
a  professional  calling.  The  sale  of  an  ounce  of  galenical  was  a  com- 
mercial transaction,  but  when  advice  was  asked  about  the  administra- 
tion of  the  dose  then  the  transaction  became  professional.  Further, 
the  still  more  important  question  of  whether  the  purchaser  was  supplied 
with  a  reliable  medicine  or  a  worthless  one  turns  to  a  great  extent  upon 
the  vendor's  professional  knowledge — chemical,  botanical,  and  pharma- 
ceutical. In  those  subjects  the  pharmacist  was  educated  and  examined 
and  thus  he  was  a  professional  man.  This  had  already  been  recognised 
by  the  public  and  by  the  State  in  the  statutory  protection  afforded  to 
the  title  pharmaceutical  chemist.  When  the  State,  however,  said  it  was 
necessary  that  they  should  qualify  if  they  were  to  sell  drugs,  and  then 
allowed  the  unqualified  and  untrained  to  deal  similarly,  then  the  quali- 
fied man  felt  aggrieved,  and  rightly  so,  and  turned  to  the  State  for 
redress.  He  would  like  to  remind  the  State  that  it  was  for  the  protection 
of  the  public  health  that  he  was  required  to  qualify,  and  that  it  was 
in  the  interests  of  the  State  that  such  protection  should  be  saved  from 
becoming  a  sham.  The  remedy  consisted  in  extending  the  purpose  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act.  Lender  that  Act  a  number  of  medicinal  substances 
were  deemed  poisons.  That  list  should  be  considerably  extended.  The 
retail  sale  in  open  shop  of  most  of  the  drugs  of  the  B.P.  and  B.P.C. 
should  be  carried  out  only  by  duly  qualified  pharmacists.  The  mere 
fact  that  an  article  could  only  be  obtained  from  a  properly  qualified 
person  in  itself  suggested  to  the  purchaser  caution  in  the  use  of  the 
article.  The  following  was  taken  from  the  opening  address  at  the  Bir- 
mingham Conference  in  1906: — 

People  might  reasonably  look  forward  to  living  to  a  very  great  age, 
but  they  must  be  sure  to  have  the  right  physic  made  up  by  the  right 
people  in  the  right  place  and  pay  the  right  price. 

In  conclusion  The  President  paid  tribute  to  the  members  of  the 
Council  who  had  nobly  supported  him  during  his  year  of  office.  They  had 
made  his  work  light,  and  there  had  been  no  dissension  in  the  Council.  He 
also  paid  a  tribute  to  the  help  given  him  by  their  secretary  (Mr.  D.  L. 
Kirkpatrick)  and  his  assistant  (Miss  Roulston)  who  made  the  duties  of 
the  president  very  light. 

The  President  then  presented  Mr.  Charles  Alexander  McDowell  with 
the  gold  medal,  and  heartily  congratulated  him  on  his  success.  That 
was  not  the  first  medal  Mr.  McDowell  had  won  and  he  wished  him  the 
best  of  luck  in  the  future  (applause) . 

Mr.  H.  F.  Moore  submitted  the  financial  statement,  and  said  that 
the  report  showed  increases  in  receipts.  They  had  saved  expenses  in 
examiners'  fees  by  having  a  local  examiner.  Their  surplus  over  expen- 
diture that  year  amounted  to  Ibi^j  5s.  8d.  against  £472  os.  6d.  last  year. 
Their  revenue  from  subscriptions  had  increased,  and  everything  showed 
that  they  were  in  a  very  flourishing  condition.  He  formally  moved  the 
adoption  of  the  report. 

Mr.  James  Donaghy  seconded. 

Mr.  Fred  Storey  congratulated  the  president  on  his  excellent  speech. 
They  had  a  greater  surplus  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  Benevolent 
Fund  would  be  pleased  to  receive  a  larger  sum,  and  he  hoped  they  would 
give  consideration  to  this  during  the  coming  year.  He  thought  they 
should  invest  some  money  in  War  Savings  Certificates.  For  some  time 
he  felt  that  they  should  have  some  Fund  to  help  boys  in  pharmacy 
who  were  not  in  a  financial  position  to  carry  on  their  studies.  The 
Society  had  ;^i5,ooo  and  what  were  they  going  to  do  with  it? 

The  President  said  they  had  invested  ;£5oo  in  Defence  Bonds.  The 
point  made  by  Mr.  Storey  about  the  students  would  be  noted. 

The  report  was  adopted.

PROPRIETARY  ARTICLES  TRADE 
ASSOCIATION 

The  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association  was  held  on  October  lo,  the  president  (Mr.  H.  H.  Marshall) 
occupying  the  chair. 

The  President  reported  that  on  the  day  following  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Council,  the  Association's  treasurer  (Mr.  A.  T.  Webb)  had  passed 
away.  Tributes  were  paid  to  Mr.  Webb's  high  qualities  and  to  his 
services  to  the  Association  and  the  trade,  and  a  resolution  expressing  the 
Council's  appreciation  of  Mr.  Webb's  services  and  their  sympathy  with 
his  family  was  passed. 

On  the  motion  of  The  President,  Mr.  Lindsay  Barclay  (Barclay  & 
Sons,  Ltd.),  was  unanimously  elected  Treasurer  in  place  of  the  late 
Mr.  Webb. 

The  Council  discussed  the  effect  of  the  purchase  tax  on  the  prices 
of  the  proprietary  articles  protected  by  the  Association.  Agreement 
with  the  Customs  authorities  as  to  the  wholesale  value  on  which  the 
tax  should  be  levied  had  been  reached,  and  this  wholesale  value  would 
be  the  ordinary  "per  dozen"  price  charged  by  the  wholesaler  to  the 
retailer  for  small  quantities.  Manufacturer  members  of  the  Association 
had  been  advised  of  this  and  had  been  asked  to  submit  to  the  Associa- 
tion their  new  retail  prices  including  purchase  tax.  The  Council 
instructed  the  secretary  to  make  arrangements  for  the  notification  in 
due  course  of  these  new  prices  to  the  trade.  The  position  of  medicine 
liable  to  stamp  duty  in  relation  to  the  tax  had  also  been  settled  and 
there  was  now  no  question  of  the  addition  of  the  purchase  tax  to  the 
retail  price  of  the  stamped  article,  bringing  the  latter  into  a  higher  rate 
of  duty.  Various  members  of  the  Council,  particularly  those  of  the 
Wholesale  Section,  emphasised  the  difficulty,  if  not  impossibility,  of 
operating  the  tax  satisfactorily,  and  of  making  the  necessary  prepara- 
tions for  administration  by  October  21.  The  secretary  was  instructed 
to  send  to  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  a  letter  setting 
out  the  Council's  protest  and  views  on  the  subject.  The  relation  of  the 
Prices  of  Goods  Act  to  new  prices  including  purchase  tax  was  also 
discussed,  and  a  communication  from  the  Central  Price  Regulation 
Committee  pointing  out  that  retailers  would  not  be  permitted  to  make 
a  profit  on  the  tax,  and  that  they  must  not  add  the  tax  to  goods  on 
which  tax  had  not  been  paid  by  the  trade,  was  noted. 

The  Council  decided  that  4  The  Embankment,  Bedford,  should  be 
used  as  the  Association's  administrative  headquarters.  The  Council 
expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  kindness  shown  by  the  Executive 
and  secretary  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union. 

They  also  expressed  their  sympathy  with  Mr.  Mortimer  (secretary 
of  the  Wholesale  Drug  Trade  Association)  and  their  hope  for  his  speedy 
restoration  to  health. 

Matters  relating  war  risk  insurance,  the  Limitation  of  Supplies  Order, 
the  protected  list  and  the  stop  list  were  also  dealt  with.

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Trade  Legislation  Rulings 

ARious  opinions  have  been  expressed  in  the  trade  as  to  the  correct 
terpretation  of  important  points  now  arising  out  of  such  legislation 
s  the  Purchase  Tax  Act  and  the  Limitation  of  Supplies  (Miscellaneous) 
rder,  1940.  Much  could  be  written  on  the  subject  of  the  official 
st  of  "Essential  Drugs  of  an  Exceptionally  Costly  Character"  in  the 
rmer  legislation.  To  those  with  experience  of  the  trade  this  peculiar 
hrase  is  incapable  of  being  defined,  because  it  is  quite  meaningless  as 
precise  indication  of  what  type  of  goods  it  is  intended  to  cover.  The 
fficial  interpretation  given  to  it  is  even  more  baffling,  including  as  it 
oes  items  which,  comparatively,  are  by  no  means  exceptionally  costly 
nd  others  which  may  not  be  freely  accepted  in  authoritative  quarters 
s  being  in  the  class  of  essential  products.  On  the  other  hand,  many 
roducts  which  might  reasonably  have  been  anticipated  as  coming 
ell  within  this  vague  category  have  been  omitted.    It  would  be 
teresting  to  know  if  representative  and  organised  trade  and  technical 
)odies  were  invited  to  assist  the  Treasury  to  draw  up  this  list  of  so- 
alled  essential  and  exceptionally  costly  products,  and  if  so,  were  their 
iews  accepted  or  entirely  rejected?    There  are  a  number  of  lists  of 
xempted  products  and  goods  under  the  Purchase  Tax  Act,  all  tending  to 
-onfuse  the  trader.  Would  it  not  have  been  much  more  simple  to  issue 
ne  list  of  exemptions  ? 
It  is  apparent  there  has  been  some  uncertainty  as  to  how  Customs 
ould  apply  the  purchase  tax  on  goods  that  were  also  liable,  at  some 
oint,  to  other  imposts,  such  as,  for  instance,  the  medicine  stamp  duty, 
he  following  ruling  on  this  point  received  from  the  Secretaries'  Ofhce, 
ustom  House,  London,  E.C.3,  will  be  of  interest  to  the  trade  : — 
"  I  am  directed  by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  to 
nform  you  that  it  has  been  decided : — 

(1)  That  purchase  tax  will  be  payable,  in  the  case  of  a  medicine 
which  the  manufacturer  is  required  to  .stamp  before  sale,  on  a 
wholesale  value  which  includes  the  amount  of  the  medicine  stamp 
duty,  and 

(2)  That  for  the  purposes  of  purchase  tax  this  will  involve  the 
existence  of  two  separate  wholesale  values,  for  packages  sold 
respectively  stamped  and  unstamped  by  the  manufacturer." 

An  addition,  on  account  of  purchase  tax,  to  the  retail  selling-price 
:)f  a  medicine  which  requires  to  be  sold  stamped  will  be  disregarded  in 
determining  the  rate  of  medicine  stamp  duty  payable.  For  example, 
f  an  article  which  has  hitherto  been  retailed  at  is.  apart  from  duty 
(duty-paid  price  is.  3d.)  is  in  future  retailed  at  (say)  is.  i4d.  apart 
from  duty,  the  rate  of  duty  payable  will  remain  3d.,  the  total  retail 
price  becoming  is.  ^^d. 

According  to  this  ruling  medicine  stamp  duty  (when  paid  by  the 
wholesaler)  will  count  as  part  of  the  value  of  goods  liable  to  purchase 
tax,  while  the  purchase  tax  (shown  separately  on  invoices)  will  not  be 
counted  as  part  of  the  value  of  goods  liable  to  medicine  stamp  duty. 
Doubtless,  the  various  anomalies  that  exist  in  wholesale  prices  of 
stamped  and    unstamped    proprietaries  will   need  to    be  adjusted. 


So  far  as  the  retail  chemist  is  concerned,  he  can  decide  for  himself 
whether  he  purchases  stamped  or  unstamped  goods. 

The  schedule  of  goods  chargeable  with  purchase  tax  issued  by 
Customs  (Notice  No.  78)  has  not  been  drawn  up  with  the  main  object 
of  providing  a  quick  reference  for  retailers  or  wholesalers.  It  meanders 
through  various  classes  of  goods,  some  of  which  overlap,  and  traders 
would,  in  many  instances,  need  to  refer  to  various  classes  in  order  to 
ascertain  whether  a  certain  product  is  or  is  not  liable  to  the  tax.  We 
have  carefully  analysed  the  Customs  schedule  and  this  week  (pp. 
210-11)  we  publish  an  alphabetical  list  of  all  the  types  of  goods 
specified  therein  of  interest  to  the  pharmaceutical,  chemical  and  allied 
trades.  We  believe  this  list  will  be  of  assistance  to  all  concerned  and 
we  are  arranging  for  reprints  to  be  available  at  a  negligible  cost.  It  will 
be  appreciated  that  the  C.  &■  D.  Alphabetical  List  is  not  an  exhaustive 
schedule  of  all  individual  goods  liable  to  the  tax.  It  is  based  on  the 
Customs  schedule  and  is  therefore  largely  composed  of  general  classes 
of  goods,  with  some  individual  products  indicated  as  illustrations. 

Retailers  who  may  hold  stocks  of  goods  liable  to  purchase  tax, 
purchased  prior  to  the  imposition  of  the  tax,  would  be  well  advised 
not  to  attempt  to  add  the  amount  of  the  tax  to  the  retail  selling  price. 
In  doing  so  they  will  be  contravening  the  provisions  of  the  Prices  of 
Goods  Act.  There  must,  for  a  time,  be  anomalies  in  selling  prices, 
between  one  retailer  and  another,  but  there  can  be  no  excuse  for 
making  undue  profit  out  of  a  tax  imposed  for  national  revenue  pur- 
poses. Provision  is  made  for  the  infliction  of  heavy  penalties  upon 
conviction  for  offences  of  tfiis  character. 

A  chemist  who  recently  opened  a  retail  shop  is  concerned  about  his 
position  under  the  Limitation  of  Supplies  (Miscellaneous)  Order,  1940, 
as,  of  course,  he  had  not  purchased  goods  during  the  standard  period. 
Could  he,  he  inquires,  now  claim  any  quota  of  restricted  goods?  The 
answer  is  that  retailers,  established  or  not,  or  new,  are  in  no  way 
restricted  as  to  the  quantity  of  controlled  goods  they  may  purchase, 
provided  they  can  find  restricted  wholesalers  to  supply  them.  Unfor- 
tunately, many  wholesalers  of  restricted  goods  are  already  sold  out  to 
the  limit.  New  retailers  may  therefore  find  it  difficult  to  secure  even 
small  stocks  of  some  classes  of  goods  normally  stocked  by  the  pharmacist 
that  are  the  subject  of  limitation  under  the  1940  Order. 

A  Trade  Dispute 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  Dublin  chemists  (C.  &•  D.,  October  12,  p.  192) 
a  resolution  was  passed  inviting  the  Irish  Union  of  Distributive  Workers 
and  Clerks  to  take  action  against  chemists  who  failed  to  adhere  to  an 
agreement  made  in  1936  between  the  LInion  and  the  Irish  Drug  Associa- 
tion. Under  the  agreement  certain  closing  hours  were  fixed  for  chemists' 
shops  in  the  greater  Dublin  area  and  both  parties  agreed  to  see  that 
these  hours  were  observed.  There  have  been  some  breaches  of  this 
agreement  by  members  of  the  Association,  though  we  understand  it  is 
chiefly  non-members  who  have  remained  open  longer  than  the  stipulated 
hours.  What  action  the  Union  can  take  in  this  instance  is  not  quite 
clear,  beyond  picketing  the  premises  of  a  chemist  concerned,  but  certain 
general  observations  may  be  made  on  the  nature  of  such  contracts. 

Though  generally  understood  to  mean  a  disagreement  between 
employer  and  employee,  a  trade  dispute  can  exi.st  between  employer 
and  employer.  In  such  a  case,  if  an  existing  agreement  with  a  properly 
organised  body  of  employees  is  endangered,  they  may  consider  them- 
selves legally  justified  in  placing  pickets  near  the  affected  premises  to 
inform  anyone  interested  that  a  trade  dispute  e.xists.  This  procedure 
might  prove  salutary  in  certain  circumstances,  but  it  is  open  to  question 
whether  any  commitments  entered  into  by  the  Association  can  be 
binding  on  persons  outside  its  organisation,  and  where  the  owner  of  a 
pharmacy  employs  no  member  of  the  Union  any  action  interpreted  as 
interference  with  the  business  might  lead  to  legal  complications. 

The  1936  agreement,  which  dealt  with  wages  as  well  as  working  hours, 
provided  for  a  forty-eight-hour  week,  and  was  evolved  by  the  parties 
for  mutual  benefit.  The  I.D.A.  has  consistently  worked  for  the  better- 
ment of  trading  conditions  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  results  of  its 
efforts  will  not  be  prejudiced  by  the  few  who  choose  to  remain  outside. 

Pharmacy  in  U.S.  Defence  Plans 

Several  government  departments  in  the  LTnited  States  have 
been  authorised  to  co-operate  in  developing  a  scientific  register 
to  provide  information  about  those  with  special  training  and  ex- 
perience in  the  sciences  and  professions,  and  plans  are  being  developed 
to  establish  such  a  list  of  pharmacists  for  inclusion  in  the  list.  Extensive 
information  about  normal  civilian  requirements  for  drugs  and  medicines 
and  pharmaceutical  services  over  a  period  of  years  is  being  furnished 
to  the  defence  authorities.  A  Drug  Resources  Committee  was  organised 
some  months  ago,  with  Mr.  Carson  P.  Frailey  (secretary,  American  Drug 
Manufacturers'  Association)  as  chairman,  to  co-ordinate  the  civilian 
and  military  requirements  of  the  country  in  the  field  of  drug  supply. 
The  committee  is  composed  of  representative  producers,  and  has  given 
consideration  to  personnel,  facilities,  stocks  on  hand  or  available,  and 
possible  interruptions  to  the  flow  of  supplies.

The  Purchase  Tax 

Sir, — So  far  as  one  can  judge  at  this  early  stage  it  would  seem  that 
the  provisions  of  the  purchase  tax  are  going  to  be  as  difficult  to  inter- 
pret as  the  regulations  governing  the  medicine  stamp  duties  and  the 
sale  of  goods  on  early  closing  days.  Under  both  these  enactments 
anomalous  cases  have  caused  trouble  to  chemists,  and  in  some  instances 
have  brought  them  to  the  courts.  While  there  are  necessarily  some 
goods  that  can  be  used  for  two  different  purposes  and  are  therefore  on 
the  border  line,  it  ought  to  be  possible  to  word  the  regulations  so  that 
the  interpretation  of  them  is  not  ambiguous.  One  of  the  items  charge- 
able under  "toilet  preparations"  at  the  full  rate  is  mouth  washes. 
Although  usually  these  preparations  are  bought  for  toilet  use,  they  are 
also  frequently  purchased  on  the  recommendation  of  a  dentist  after 
an  extraction,  and  are  then  purely  a  medicinal  product.  Similarly 
chemists  sell  and  dispense  more  calamine  lotion  for  the  treatment  of 
skin  troubles  than  for  cosmetic  purposes,  and  the  same  applies  to  such 
items  as  hydrogen  peroxide,  witch  hazel  and  zinc  stearate.  I  notice  you 
remark  a  distinction  should  be  drawn  between  "simple  drugs"  that 
are  manufactured  or  prepared,  and  natural  raw  materials  (C.  &■  D., 
October  12,  p.  197).  To  what  extent  will  this  govern  the  imposition 
of  tax  ?  To  consider  one  item,  senna  pods  are  a  natural  raw  material, 
and  as  such  should  not  be  liable.  Do  they,  if  supplied  "hand-picked" 
and  packed  in  cartons  for  retailing,  come  under  the  description  of 
"manufactured  or  prepared"?  One  of  the  most  troublesome  features, 
from  the  retailer's  point  of  view,  will  be  the  odd  amounts  involved, 
especially  with  goods  obtained  daily  from  the  sundries  house,  and 
ordered  in  sixth  or  quarter-dozens.  The  usual  practice  when  invoicing 
these  is  known  as  "a  halfpenny  up  and  a  halfpenny  down,"  thus 
levelling  out  the  fractions,  but  as  the  tax  has  to  be  treated  as  a  separate 
item  to  the  wholesale  cost  it  will  work  out  to  odd  fractions  of  a  penny. 
Levelling  down  results  in  a  loss  to  the  seller,  and  levelling  up  may  bring 
the  price  over  the  profit  limit.  The  Central  Price  Regulation  Committee 
informs  us  that  pricing-up  of  goods  already  in  stock  is  not  permissible, 
so  the  business  with  a  large  stock  in  hand  will  be  able  to  undersell  the 
smaller  man  until  the  stock  is  exhausted.  As  the  public  do  not  under- 
stand or  worry  about  intricacies  of  official  regulations  they  may 
stigmatise  the  man  whose  prices  rise  immediately  as  a  profiteer.  More- 
over, if,  in  due  course,  the  tax  is  removed,  will  the  authorities  grant 
a  rebate  to  traders  left  with  taxed  goods  to  dispose  of  at  competitive 
prices?  The  statement  has  been  made  that  retailers  may  treat 
the  tax  as  part  of  the  cost  to  them  of  the  article  in  question.  If  we 
were  to  take  this  sentence  by  itself  it  would  appear  to  contradict  the 
ruling  that  the  selling  price  must  be  fixed  on  the  cost  without  the  tax, 
but  apparently  it  is  meant  to  relieve  the  retailer  of  the  trouble  of 
marking  the  selling  price  and  the  tax  as  separate  figures.

— All  shop  window 
lighting  is  prohibited,  but  illuminated  signs  of  the  authorised  type 
indicating  that  premises  are  open  continue  to  be  permitted. 

Preservation  of  Wood. —  H .  G.  (ii/io). — The  following  is  a  suitable 
formula  for  this  type  of  preparation  : —

Dissolve  by  continued  agitation. 

An  alternative  method  would  be  to  use  2  to  4  per  cent,  solution 
of  sodium  fluoride  prepared  by  dissolving  3  to  6  oz.  of  the  commercial 
salt  in  one  gallon  of  water.  This  should  be  applied  cold  by  means 
of  a  brush. 

Rotenone  in  Scabies. — B.  L.  M.  (20/9). — The  work  you  refer  to  on 
the  treatment  of  scabies  with  the  active  principles  of  Derris  elliptica 
was  carried  out  by  Thomas  and  MiDer  ("American  Journal  of  Medical 
Science,"  1940,  199,  670)  who  used  a  i  or  2  per  cent,  lotion  of  rotenone 
on  twenty-four  unselected  cases  of  scabies,  in  all  of  which  cure  was 
effected. 

Sugar  for  Pharmaceutical  Purposes. —  F.  H.  H.  (9/9)- — An  allow- 
ance of  90  per  cent,  of  former  supplies  is  made  for  the  manufacture  of 
medicinal  preparations  and  drugs,  and  50  per  cent,  for  the  manufacture 
of  lozenges  and  tablets.  Candy  sugar  is  not  rationed  if  manufactured 
in  the  United  Kingdom.  This  exemption  from  rationing  requirements 
in  the  case  of  candy  sugar  is  covered  by  Statutory  Rules  and  Orders, 
1940,  No.  324,  dated  March  8.
